COUNTING THE VOTES FOR PRESIDENT. 
It is remarkable how men of intelligence, 
fairness, and ability, in discussing the prob- 
lem of counting the Presidential vote, 
take up a theory, urge it strongly, and then 
fail to point out how the theory is to be 
applied to the present Presidential difficulty. 
In Taz Tame of Monday last a corre- 
spondent, over the signature of Mon- 
tesquieu,” made a very ingenious argument 
toshow: 1. That the Constitution required 
the President of the Senate to “ open all the 


certificates,” but that there is no power in 


that officer, expressed or implied, to count 
the votes. 2. That the Constitution intend. 
ed, and by implication directed, that the 
votes shall then be counted” by some other 
authority; and for this authority to count 
the votes he claims the power and duty “to 
do with them (the certified votes) what the 
law empowers them to do; they count and 
determine how many Mectors have voted, 
and not merely how many votes have been 
cast.” Upon these premises the writer thus 
eoncludes : 

By the Constitution the House is specially 
authorized to elect the President on failure of the 
Electors to do se; how absurd, then, to say that 
the House must sit mute and see one member of 
the Senate, a body which can in no event elect the 
President, decide the whole question by rejecting 
or counting votes as may seem good to him,—« 
member who cannot put his finger on a single line 
which authorizes him to do anything but open the 
envelopes which contain the lists of the votes al- 
leged to have been passed. For the foregoing 
reasons, it seems that to allow the President of the 
Senate to count the votes in the sense of the Con- 
stitution, —that is, to determine who are Electors 
and for whom they have voted, which is, in effect, 
deciding who shall be President,—would be con- 
trary to the letter and spirit of the law. 

In Tuesday’s Taru another lawyer 
takes the other side of the question, and 


strenuously insists that the sole, exclusive, 
and absolute power to determine all questions 


ties imposed by the Constitution upon the-Presi- 
dent of the Senate.

but when that limited duty is performed its pre- 
scribed duty is ended. : 

Here are two dogmatic propositions, made 
honestly by able and competent men, both 
aiming at the truth. Each having reached a 
conclusion in his own mind, states it boldly, 
and yet each ignores an important fact, fatal 
to the theory he maintains. “‘ Montesquieu,” 
after as he thinks, the au- 
thority of the President of the Senate to do 
anything more than open all the certificates, 
claims that the power to count the votes 
includes the power to judge of their validity, 
which power is lodged elsewhere. But he 
fails to point out where that power is lodged 
by the Constitution. Is it in the Senate or 
House? Or in both in joint meeting or town 
meeting? If in both in joint meeting, how is 
the joint meeting—a thing that is unknown to 
the Constitution—to be constituted? Are 
the two Houses to sit as independent Houses, 
with theirown Speakers, or as one House ? 
And if so presided over, by whom, and which 
Clerk shall record their proceedings? Are they 
to vote separately? And if so, what is to be 
the effect of a disagreement ? Is that disagree- 
ment to have an affirmative or a negative effect 
upon the motion made? If the two Houses 
are to be consolidated into a new House 
wholly unknown to the COonstitution— 
how is the officer to be 
appointed, and by whom? How are the 
members to vote—by States or indi- 
vidually ? And where in the Constitution 
is the direction and rule for this? On the 
other hand, the other writer is equally at 
fault and equally foggy. The Constitution 
directs that all the certificates shall be 
opened by the President of the Senate. It 
next says the votes shall then be counted. 
But it fails to say or direct that Ae shall count 
the votes, nor is there direction that he shall 
announce or declare a result, although that 
would be the inference. While the Consti- 
tution does not direct that the votes shall 
then be counted by him, it fails to state— 
except inferentially—by whom the vote is 
to be counted. Our correspondent, there- 
fore, isin error in asserting that count- 
ing the votes is a power imposed by the 
Constitution upon the President of the Sen- 
ate. As his argument is based on this as- 
sumption, it fails because of the failure of 
the fact to sustain it. And this blindness of 
the constitutional provision has caused most 
of the angry controversy in and out of Con- 


gress. 

In the organization of the Government 
there was a President and Vice-President- 
elect, but there was no Senate and House of 
Representatives in whose presence the cer- 
tificates could be opened or counted. Final- 
ly, in April, 1789, the Senate obtained a 
quorum and appointed a President for the 
purpose. That officer subsequently issued a 
certificate, reciting that he had been ap- 
pointed to “open all the certificates and 
count all the votes of all the Electors” for 
President and Vice-President, and that it 
appeared that Gzoraz Wasnmorox, Esq., 
had been unanimously elected President, 
agreeably to the Constitution. At subse- 
quent elections this same form of a certifi- 
cate was followed. All this, however, was in 
the absence of any legislation by Congress 
on the subject. At that time it was not 
assumed that legislation Was needed; no 
person was thought of for President 
but Wasmrveton, and the counting of 
the vote was a simple formality. It 
was not until a much later day that 
the omission attracted attention. Before 
the second election, however, Congress pro- 
vided by law various regulations prescribing 
the manner of making the certificates of the 
Electoral votes, and the mode of certifying to 
the election of the Electors. In all the pro- 
ceedings at subsequent times the action of 
Congress was evasive,—that is, Congress, by 
rule having the force of law, avoided a per- 
manent rule by temporary expedients, the 
result at no time being questioned or dis- 
puted. All this things brings us back to the 
point that there is no law now governing the 
vital point involved in the present controversy, 
except the rather indefinite sentence in 
the Constitution. In the absence of 
all legislation or rule, precedent, if not neces- 
sity, leaves the President of the Senate to do 
all that is to be done in the which 
is simply to open the certificates, announce 
the contents, and add up the votes and de- 
clare the footings. Whether he has tellers 
or clerks to help him add up the votes and 
scan the names of the Electors and for whom 
they voted, do not seem to be very material. 
There is no law or rule in existence author- 
izing either House to do anything in the 
premises, and no law authorizing both 
Houses to interfere, or act, or touch the re- 
turns. If anybody disputes this assertion 
let him cite the statute or section of any 
law on the subject. But that it is within 
the power of Congress to provide by law for 
all the proceedings after ‘‘all the cer- 
tificates” are opened is beyond all contro- 
versy, and to the exercise of this power by 
the present Congress the country must look 
for any satisfactory and permanent arrange- 
ment and settlement of disputed elections 
for President and Vice-President. 


It can scarcely be said that the Times 
writer on the Presidential controversy uses 
words to conceal ideas, because that would 
imply that he has ideas to conceal; but it 
must be admitted that he is an expert in the 
use of language to conceal the absence of 
ideas.

STEAM ON THE ILLINOIS CANAL. 

During the season of navigation on the IIli- 
nois & Michigan Canal, just closed, the exper- 
iment of steam navigation was successfully 
had in two instances. The first was by the 
Srnazz & Tarcorr Stone Company. ThisCom- 
pany had one steam canal-boat used in carry- 
ing stone from the quarry at Lemont to Chi- 
cago, a distance of fifty miles the round trip. 
This boat made five trips without a tow; 
fifty-one trips with one boat in tow; and 
twenty-six trips with two boats in two; in 
all, eighty-two trips with 185 loads, each load 
150 tons. The ordinary process has been to 
use horse-power from Lemont to Chicago 
River, and then employ a tug to haul to the 
place of landing. In this case the horse- 
poweg, and the tugs were dispensed with. 
The amount of coal consumed was 3,584 
pounds per trip, or an average of 1,588 
pounds per boat-load, or thirty-two pounds 
per boat-load of 150 tons per mile, or 21-100 
pounds per ton per mile. The coal used was 
Wilmington coal, and cost $3.50 per ton. 
The weight transported was 27,750 tons, and 
the amount of coal consumed was 147 tons. 
Distance, fifty miles. The estimate is that 
the expense was 334 per cent less than the 
cost of horse-power and tugs. 

The second case was that of Nonron & 


The cargo was wheat and flour. The boat 
made ninety-five trips,—forty-five with a 
barge in tow and fifty trips without a tow. 
There were 16,000 tons of wheat moved to 
Lockport, thirty-three miles, and 19,000 tons 
of flour moved from Lockport to Chicago. 
They state the expenses of the boat for the 
season as follows: 


292 tons of coal a $ 876.00 
Wages of crew, 248 ys, at $11 per day. 2,728.00 
Repairs of machine 162. 50 
270. 00 


Average cost per ton per mile, 3 6-10 mills. 
per ton per mile. The average consumption 
of coal was sixty-seven pounds per boat-load 
per mile. This average cost per ton per mile 
could be reduced one-third if there were 
business enough to employ a barge continu- 
ously, and even more reduced if two or more 
barges were employed. In both cases the 
economy over horse-power is clearly shown, 
and it is possible that in time the navigation 
of the canal will be mainly carried on by 
steam-power. The attempt to introduce 
steam on the Nsw York Canal has been only 
partially successful; the feasibility and 
economy of using steam are established, but 
the rates of freight have been so low that 
the scheme has not yielded the profit which 
was expected. : 

This successful use of steam canal-boats 
both for transportation and for towing prom- 
ises well for an enlarged trade on the canal 
when the river improvement shall be finish- 
ed. The dam at Henry has been in opera- 
tion now several years, and has extended the 
canal practically sixty miles down the river; 


interested. The permanency 
navigation is essential to the great coal mines 
which lie to the water-route, and 
the country to the river from its 
mouth to Chicago. It will give to Peoria and 
all the river country direct water communi- 
cation during the season of navigation with

THE WEST SIDE GAS COMPANY. 

A few weeks ago the West Side Gas Com- 
pany voluntarily offered to furnish gas to the 
city at the rate pf $2 per 1,000 feet, and to 
adopt the reduced burner and the new time- 
table, The Common Council rejected this 
offer, insisting that the gas should be fur- 
nished at $1,50 per 1,000 feet, the price paid 
to the South Side Company. The result was 
an appeal to the courts by the Company for 
protection under ita contract. Judge Devm- 
monn wisely, and with great force, reminded 
both parties that the matter of difference bo- 
tween them was too trivial to demand of him 
the decision of the great principle of law 
involved, and he advised the two corpora- 
tions to come to an amicable agreement 
for the brief term of the old contract yet un- 
expired. The Common Oouncil has over- 
come its objection to the offer of the Gas 
the Gas Company, with strange perversity, 
has refused to accept the terms which a few 


this proceeding. It cannot safely put a 
whole community at defiance. The contract 
of 1869, no matter how fair it might have 
been then, is at this time extortionate and 
beyond the ability of tho city to carry out. 
Even if the Court shall sustain the binding 
force of that contract, the Company cannot 
afford to brave public opinion by exacting a 
performance of it by the city. The whole 
community will be unanimous in a refusal to 
submit to any such exaction. It would make 
the Company so odious that it could never 
receive public confidence, respect, or tolera- 
tion, and the end of the contract would wit- 
ness the end of the Company. The Com- 
pany had therefore better accept the terms 
Offered by its President, at least until next 
April; it cannot decently withdraw its offer, 
and it is daily, by its quibbling and procras- 
tination, so irritating the public mind that 
when it does in the end make the concession 
the favor of the act will have lost ita grace 
and force,

justified, unless he was desirous to throw 
away his daughter upon a_ cold-blooded, 
cowardly, wolfish monster. After the con- 
versation Bono coolly went home, took his 
double-barreled shot-gun, returned to Hr11’s 
house, and, without giving him warning, 
shot the old man through the door of the 
house, and then, in the true Southern chival- 
ry of ruffianism, having his opponent at his 
mercy, helpless and wounded, drew his pistol 
and fired five balls into the prostrate old 
man. The reader will observe that he in- 
dulged in the same exaggerated and super- 
fluous refinement of cruelty which the aver- 
age Southern ruffian always employs. It 
was precisely the same sort of cruelty 
that was practiced upon Piuvxsron in 
Louisiana by the Ino bulldozers, 
and the same sort of courage that 
was manifested when the same  bull- 
dozers shot, cut, stabbed, and slashed ELA 
Prvxstox, and cat the throat of her baby, 
much to the disquietude of the sensitive na- 
tures of Lin Tabmsurz, and Joun M. 
Paumer, who have not been long enough in 
the Democratic party to get accustomed to 
these peculiar manifestations. of the ma- 
chinery of Southern politics in working up 
Democratic majorities. After having emptied 
the contents of five chambers of the pistol 
and two barrels of a shotgun inte the old 
man, he was saved the trouble of carving him 
up with his bowie-knife by the discovery 
that he was sufficiently dead not to interfere 
with any further scoundrelism he might 
have on hand. The chivalrous hero then 
seized the poor girl, dazed, stunned, and hor- 
rified by the tragedy, dragged her over the 
bleeding body of her father, and hurried her 
by force to a minister’s, where he demanded 
the performance of the marriage ceremony. 
Up to the time of the tragedy there is noth- 
ing to show that the girl would not 
have married him, even in opposition 
to the wishes and commands of 
her father, but the horrible cruelty 
of the monster had dispelled all feel- 
ings of affection, and she refused to wed 
him. He then threatened to kill her, and 
was about to carry out his murderous inten- 
tions when a posse of neighbors arrived at 
the house, rescued the girl from him, and 
put her in a place of safety. As every one 
in that section goes arméd, and is prompt 
and expert in the use of the pistol and shot- 
gun upon the slightest provogation, it is a 
little remarkable that some one did not have 
the forethought to secure the ends of justice 
by dispatching the assassin on the 


thus avenging the murder of the father and 


forever securing the daughter from further 
persecution. Instead of this he was suffered 
to escape, after shooting one of the pursuers 
with the remaining charge in his pistol, and 
having time enough to go to a neighbor's 
and steal a fresh horse. If pistols had been 
as prompt to avenge a murder as they are 
to wipe out a fancied affront or prevent a 
man from voting the Republican ticket, 
the brute never would have got a rod 
from the house. But ho escaped, 
and the fatherless girl must live on 
in the apprehension that the cowardly 
assassin may some day return and finish his 
bloody work. When human life is held at 
such small value as this tragedy indicates, it 
sufficiently accounts for the low stage of 
Southern civilization. This is not a solitary 
instance of ferocity and cruelty. Crimes 
equally appalling occur every day in the 
Southern States. So long as the duel, the 
vendetta, and individual assassination are al- 
lowed to occur without adequate punishment, 
and juries and courts are held under intimi- 
dation, there can be no reasonable hope of 
prosperity or peace or good order in that 
section. The Shelby tragedy is the direct 
outgrowth of the present phase of Southern 
civilization.
